Borrowers may use loan funds 
to build, improve, or repair farm 
houses or other essential

buildings, and to provide water 
for farmstead and household use. 
Mr, Fine said that in addition to 
financing m ajor construction, the 
loan funds can help meet other 
needs for farm and farm home 
modernization such as adding bath-! 
rooms, utility rooms, better kitch-! 
ens, 
and 
many 
other 
improve­ 
ments to the home as well as to 
farm service buildings. While ten­ 
ants and farm laborers are not! 
eligible, the owner may borrow 
to do construction work or make 
improvements, for them. 
The loans are made to farm 
owners who need credit to finance 
building improvements or repairs, 
but find that adequate credit is 
not available through banks or 
other regular credit channels. The 
interest rate is four per cent and 
loans may be amortized over pe­ 
riods up to 33 years.

Ma ny y ea rs a g o we dev elo ped a stub­ 
bo rn ca se o f eczema which defied med­ 
ica l trea tment. Seeking a cure we ex ­ 
perimented with o ur ea ting ha bits. An­ 
o ther wa s a determina tio n to co ntro l a 
ho t temper a nd try to g et a lo ng better 
with tho se who m we resented. We nev er 
g a v e the la tter much credit fo r a cure 
which so meho w- ca me a bo ut in the no r­ 
ma l co urse o f ev ents.

so mething , this a utho rity sug g ests: 
First, lo o k a t y o urself o bjectiv ely a nd 
see if y o u a re unha ppy beca use y o u ha r­ 
bo r feeling s o f resentment. Seco nd, ta lk 
thing s o ut with the perso ns y o u resent. 
Often k ca n mea n the difference be­ 
tween sta y ing hea lthy o r beco ming sick. 
Fina lly , if y o u a re under a phy sicia n’» 
ca re fo r a n illness, do n’t hesita te to dis­ 
cuss y o ur feeling s with him. 
Yo u ma y 
be withho lding the v ery clue tha t will 
help him tra ck do wn the ca use o f y o ur 
illness. 
Applica tio n o f this a dv ice will require 
co nsidera ble will po wer which if pro j)- 
eriy ex erted will be rewa rding in ma ny

Th« statement that ther« ie no 
•uch thing as .sep arate ground, 
air, and sea warfare, and that the 
defense of the United States re­ 
quires p lanning for the use of all 
defense forces as Integrated team i 
is unexcep tionable. But the idea 
that final re.sp onslbility for stra­ 
tegic p lanning should be p ut up on 
the Secretary of Defense is an eye- 
catcher.

become a near eerfainty if ihe.se 
reform.« are enacted b> the Con­ 
gress. 
The p resent Secretary of De­ 
fense .Neil McElroy. was p resident 
of Procter & Gamble. Presumably 
he k nows a good deal about the 
manufacture and merchandi.sing of 
soap and its related p roducts. 
He may have a high talent for 
strategic p lanning 
He may have 
a grasp of military affairs, of in­ 
ternational p ower p olitics, of all 
the imp onderables that can affect 
the de.stiny of nations. 
“May." not “does.” For no one 
k nows whether he doe.s. And by 
the time that is k nown, it may be 
too late. Why. then, p ut this dread­ 
ful burden up on him? 
The p rop o« ied reform has more 
against it than the "single ch» ef 
of staff” concep t, which the ad­ 
ministration abandoned to concili­ 
ate congressional op inion. 
Many 
p owers that would have been con­ 
centrated in the single chief are 
instead p ut up on the .secretary’. 
But between them a distinction 
must he drawn. The .single chief 
would be h military man who had 
devoted hi.« life to military affairs. 


Presumably he would have to h« 
comp etent. The Secretary of De­ 
fense might have sp ecial comp e­ 
tence in the field of .soap manu­ 
facture, or investment bank ing, or 
law. But the Defense Reorganiza­ 
tion Act sp ecifically p rohibits the 
ap p ointment of an active military 
man to the p osition. (When Gen­ 
eral Marshall was named for the 
job. Congress ap p roved exemp ting 
legislation.) 
If the single chief system were 
ap p roved, civilian authority wouM 
still be p aramount. But the p er­ 
nicious temp tation to meddle n 
matters p urely military would b« 
lessened. 
One concludes that the admini­ 
stration p rop osals are intended to 
accomp lish obliquely what cannot 
now be accomp lished forthrightly. 
But whether congressional hostility 
to the single chief of .staff idea 
will be mollified by emp owering 
the Defense Secretary, a civilian, 
with more authority than a single 
chief would have, is debatable.
